First for sports: Our Mules now have three games under their belts 
and have appeared in both the win and lose columns, having one victory and 
two losses to their credit. The season opened with Yale on Sept. 11. The 
Elis were expecting a breather and figured to win by at least two or three 
touchdowns, but when the final whistle blew, they loiew that they really had 
been in a ball game. 


Yale won the ball game but Muhlenberg won more than a moral victory 
in the game played at Hew Haven. Remember that Yale had practically the same 
team that played for the Blue last season while Doggie had moulded together 
a team from men who last year used every system under the sun. The first 
half saw 'Berg playing most of the time in Yale territory and after Frank 
Killian recovered a Yale fumble on their own 41, Davy Griffith rifled a pass 
to Ted Szela which was good for 29 yards and the Eli supporters were as blue 
as the team's jerseys. A penalty shoved 'Berg back five yards but then 
Griffith went off tackle for 14 yards to the Yale three. Wally Duncavage 
then bolted over tackle for a touchdown and 'Berg led 6-0. The second half 
found the Elis putting over two touchdowns as a result of Timmy Hoopes 
passing and an intercepted pass by center Bill Powell. 


One of the unusual incidents of the game occurred when wingback 
Wayne Johnson was hurt on the first play of the game and was carried off 
the field with a broken neck. Johnson, who had played at Harvard and won 
his "H" there, was headlined as the first man in history to ever possibly 
win both an "H" and "Y". The next day some of the New York papers, in re¬ 
porting the gome, carried the headline: ''HARVARD j.iAN BREAKS HECK PLAYING 
FOR YALE". 


Sept. 18 found the Wildcats of Villanova as the guests of the Mules. 
The Main Liners presented a strong hard hitting, hard running combination 
of men, many of whom played for Villanova last year. Their power was too 
much for 'Borg and after a rather good first half the end of which found 
'Berg on the short end of a 21-12 score, they pushed over a pair of touch¬ 
downs during tho final stanzas to win 35-12. Dave Griffith was in sick 
bay most of the week but played a grand game and Wally Duncavage suffered a 
spike wound which required seven stitshos to closo*
